Just before he left the jail he gave his first 
statement to the pub!icin an interview with 
Mr. P. J. Moran, of THE CONSTITUTION, Say- 
ing: 


‘Two hours before day I heard father holler. | 


That woke meup. Italso woke my brother 
Richard, who was sleeping inthe room with 
me. Richard ran in the room where my father 
was. He was knocked down as soon as he en- 
tered the room. The window was up at my 
bed, and, being frightened, I ran off down toa 
negro house about 300 yards, to get help. I 


sent immediately for my neighbors to come | 


over. I stayed about halfan hour waiting 
for them. I could not realize that my parents 
were killed. 

‘Being impatient waiting for help, I went 
back to the house by myself to sce really if 
they were al) killed sure enough. I tirst en- 
tered niy father’s room. Finding my brother 
Richard lying on the floor] felt of him and 
found that he was dead, and my sister Pearly 
also lying on her back on my father’s bed. She 
slept in an opposite room. 

‘‘My father was lyingin his usual position 
with his head on the pillow. My mother was 
lying with her face downward across the bed, 
with her head on the fluor. I raised her up, 


put her upon the bed with the balance, leaving | 


the little infant eighteen months o!d, knocked 
in the head, in the same bed. 
my little brother Charlie lying on the floor in 
the same room dead. ' 

“It seems as if they all ran in, and hearing 
the noise in the room where my father was, 
were knocked in the head. As soon as 
entering, I suppose, I found the light out and 
blood was lying in great floods on the floor, 
which I had to wade through. Ithen went 
into the opposite room, where my smaller 
sisters and Mrs. West slept, finding them dead 
also, and with blood lying in pools all over the 
floor. 

‘I then went back and met Mr. Smith, my 
nearest neighbor, who had come over. I sent 
negroes in all parts of the neighborhood, for 
them to come over tomy aid. As Mr. Smith 
and I reached the house, I, having biood all 
over my bands and feet, got apanof water 
and washed the blood off as best I could. 

“Others come up got thero just before day. 
Taking a light they went into the house. They 
saw my tracks where I had been in to see my 
parents. They asked me whose tracks they 
were. I told them that they were mine, be- 
cause I had stepped in the blood as I went in. 


“Whoever did the killing certainly must , 


have left the room before the blood had time 
to run over the floor, as I could see no other 
tracks except mine. Then they suspicioned 
me of killing father and mother and sisters 
and brothers on that account, though I did 
not do the killing. I was always friendly 
with my stepmother and the rest of the fain- 
ily. My father wasa good Christian man, and 
had no enemies.”’ 

_ Jailer Birdsong chose a second-class car for 
himself and prisoner, and when the train 
started the midnight ride began. Woolfolk 
showed no desire one way or the other to stay 
or leave the city. He was apparently perfectly 
indifferent. Now and then, during the ride, 
Woolfolk would make some remark to Ja.ler 
Birdsong. These remarks were unimportant 
observations bearing upon different topics. 

Woolfolk remained quietly in his seat, and 
for some time rested his head on the back of 
the seat, and closed his eyes. He did not sleep, 
however. Once he referred to the awful crime, 
and Jailer Birdsong says that he remarked in 
s half indifferent manner: 

“WELL, NINE OF THEM ARE GONE, AND THE 

TENTH WILL SOON GO, I RECKON.” 

Just what he meant by that remark noone 
knows, but the inference drawn by those who 
heard it was that the statement wasa half con- 
fession of his complicity in the matter.

After the friends had looked upon the dead, 
Mr. Ciay closed the coffins and began moving 
the bodies to the hearses. 

Major Ben Howard, the father of Mrs. Wool- 
folk and the grandfather of the children, 
was present as chief mourner. He 
Bat upon the front porch and 
watched the coflins as they were taken out. 
His head was bowed, and he leaned heavily 
on his stick. The last coflin was taken out, 
and the old man was gently told that all was 
over. He arose slowly and with dificulty. 
He looked out into the grove, where stood the 
seven hearses containing his beloved dead. 
Slowly turning around, he looked into the 
open hallway. All was empty. Not an in- 
mate survived to see the others off. Bleak, 
and bare, and desolate! 

‘‘Farewell! farewell!’ he cried out. His 
whoie frame quivered,and he would have 
fallen had not strong arms held him up and 
led him down the steps. No sooner nad they 
stepped off than the six steps fell with a 
crash, rendering it impossible to get back into 
the house. 

“What a strange fatality!’’ was the signiti- 
cant rewark of Mr. Clay. 

The procession moved off slowly, leaving 
behind it the deserted house. 

The Journey to the Grave. 

The air was fresh and cool, and the road 
along which the funeral procession sought its 
way to the grave, was along a road which led 
through delightful stretches of cultivated 
lands and forests. The work of getting nine 
bodies ready for burial under such circum- 
stances was phenomenal. Every arrangement 
was carred out as planned, and not a hitch 
occurred at any time. As the procession pro- 
gressed hundreds of people concregated at the 
cross-roads and stood awe-stricken as hearse 
after hearse passed by with its freight of dead. 

In Macon the streets were thronged with 
saddened thousands who gazed upon the long 
procession.

“But,” said he, “while we pray for them 
we must not forget him who isin prison. Pre- 
pare him, O God, for whatever desiiny niay 
be his; turn his heart aright, that he may yet 
come unto thee.” 

For his text he took from Matthew 25, the 
passage: | 

“Be ve also ready,” 

And preached therefrom a sermon which 
called upon all toanswer the question. 

He turned aside from his text, however, to 
make a statement which will command public 
attention. 

“A solemn duty rests upon us,”’ he said, ‘‘to 
see to it that tle law is executed. This is our 
only bope, There are too many loopholes for 
the escape of crimina's. An attorney once 
advised his client: ‘Just score one point of 
lawand kill your man.’ The persistence of 
attorneys nakes human life cheapin value.’’ 

Just at this juncture a figure robed in 
deepest biack made its way through the surg- 
ing crowd. 

Everybody as by intention gave way to it. 

“Oh, let me see my father and mother! Let 
me to them! Do let me near them!” screamed 
the lady. 

Tlese exclamations interrr’ ed ‘he remarks 
of Dr. Branharn.

Asshe withdrew it her eyes fell upon 
the little white coflins. 

“And my poor mother’s little babies, are 
they, too, dead? Father, mother, brothers, 
asters, how can I stand this!” 

The iady then fell into convulsive weeping, 
and was gently led awav by friends, who tried 
to soothe her grief. There was notadry eve 
in that vast andience; there was not a heart 
wh ch did not go out in synipathy toward the 
weeping woman whose relationships made the 
trial so much the harder for her. It was plain 
that she loved her imother and cherished her 
mother’s ‘‘littie babies.”’
